
California State Guard Ends Six 
Years' Service With Inactivation

The California State Ouard brought Its nearly six years of 
historic existence to an end Monday night when units_ of the 
2nd Battalion, 39th Regiment, which includes Torrance and Long 
Beach, were Inactivated.

Major R. L. Lewellon, who commanded Company H, Torrance 
for years, mustered out his men*               -..___ 
hut most of them will be at­
tached to the 578th Combat En­ 
gineer battalion which will   be 
headquartered in Torrance. Ma- 
jot Lewellen Is assistant execu­ 
tive officer of the B78th, which 
will have units stationed thru- 
out the South Bay area.

Major H. F. Thlenhaus Inacti­ 
vated Long Beach units and 
turned the Long Beach armory 
over to Lt. Col. Wlllls T. Lyman, 
of the Anti-Aircraft Artillery 
unit there. '

The 578th will have headquar­ 
ters in Torrance ball park's 
state armory until transferred 
to temporary quarters at Zam- 
perini field.

The State Guard in this area 
was mustered into service in 
October, 1941, prior to Pearl 
Harbor.

The troops for months main­ 
tained a 24-hour beach patrol 
and security around Important 
bridges, manufacturing centers, 
radio beacons and other vita) 
areas until the Coast Ouard and 
regular Army troops could take 
over their duties.

After the beach patrol was 
taken over by the Coast Guard 
and security of vital areas was 
established by the Army, the 
State Guard troops continued 
their service and were assigned 
to security of critical areas, on 
orders of the commanding gen 
eral of the Southern California 
sector of the Western Defense 
Command Many were on full 
time active duty. They attended 
regular Army training schools 
and conducted maneuvers in 
which the war plants were at 
tacked and defended, with the 
regular Army troops participal 
ing.
